When Mr. Woolwine threw 
the cast to the sidewalk the flag 
was revealed among the bits of 
plaster. 

“He threw the flag down!” some 
one in the audience shouted, and 
pandemonium broke loose. 

The police restored order after 
some delay and Mr. Woolwine pro- 
ceeded with a scathing denuncia- 
tion of the Ku Kiux Klan.

NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—Austrian 
and Ruasian jewels worth 300,000,- 
000 to 400,000,000 francs have 
been purchased during the past 
year by middle-class men and 


women in America and Europe 
without influencing the price ten- 
dencies of the gem markets, Pierre 
Cartier, head of the Cartier jewel 
firm, declared today following his 
return from a trip abroad. Jewels 
are considered the stable medium 
of exchange in Europe today be- 
cause of the fluctuation of curren- 
cies, Mr. Cartier said. 

The jewels which have found the 
greatest market have been pearls, 
diamonds and colored stones which 
formerly belonged to the _ nobility 
and the imperial houses of Austria 
and Russia.

DEATH TOLL 
Eight Human Lives Ended 
by Collisions of Trains 
and Automobiles

CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—Bight per- 
sons, five women and three men, 
were killed today in four spectac- 
ular automobile accidents on the 
railroad crossings in and near 
Chicago. At Glenview and Blue 
Island, suburbs, fast trains killed 
four persons in automobiles on 
main highways, and at Gary, Ind., 
a fast electric train crashed jnto 
an automobile, killing two of the 
ocoupants and injuring a third. 

Two unidentified women were 
killed and the baby of one of them 
was probably fatally injured late 
today when a Chicago and North- 
western passenger train struck the 
automobile in which they were 
riding, two miles east of Des 
Plaines.

LONDON, Oct. 18.—I have just received from Ireland 


a document which indicates a 


new policy of the Republican 


rebels in attacking Catholic bishops and, if necessary, appeal- 
ing to Rome for support in the rebellion against the Free 
Staters. It is a letter written by A. O. D. H. de Blacam, one 
of the most prominent Republican leaders, to Mrs. Sheehy 
Skeffington, a Dublin Republican leader, and it was captured 


by Free State troops. 

The letter, which was written on 
27 and was dated 
Falearragh, County Donegal, says: 

“It is true that the Holy Father 
would hardly take a very strong 
line for us, although his experi- 
ences in Poland must have taught 
him @ lot about nationality and he 
might be more liberal than the oth- 
er Popes. But we have so pow- 
erful a case that we would have to 
issue some pious appeals and as the 
bishops dread publicity more than 
anything else we could, by showing 
determination, drag all their in- 
trigues to the light, frighten them

“If we got any effective reply at 
all it would stiffen our position im- 
mensely. I do not think that you 
should hesitate to support this idea 
for you are as good a Catholic as 
1 Logue anyway. 


“The collapse of December last 
wes spiritual and not material But 
we cannot have spiritual solidarity 
while the bishops are us, 


unless indeed our people put their 
lordships out of their calculations, 
The bishops always smash the na- 
tional movement at critical mo- 
ments by creating schism in the 
national spirit. It was they who 
broke our late movement, so the 
next time we must work to make 
the people consciously hostile to 
clerical power in politics. Then 
the church will either reform itself 
or stand in with us from fear. 

“If we are to succeed on these 
lines, we must contest every cleri- 
cal act of aggression, expose every 
scandal, denounce every simonist 
act and propagate true history. At 
this very minute a priest said, 
‘when | read the bishop's second 
statement I said this means civil 
war. Thus the clergy themselves 
realize that the bishops instigated 
the civil war. 


-SHOULD SPARE NOTHING 
This is the greatest scandal in 


the history of Christendom and we 


should spare nothing to have it ex- 
posed. A crime like this delivers 
the hierarchy into our hands. 
Quite apart from our aim of na- 
tional freedom it is needful to 
grapple with clericalism here now 
for the sake of public Ute under 
new conditions.

Scheidemann 
left the ministers, his colleagues, in 
the dark as to his real purposes, 
drove the Prince from one step to 
another, and finally summoned 
Ebert, declaring that the leaders 
no longer had the masses under 
control. Thus he caused the Prince 
to sacrifice the Emperor, the 
Princess and the empire and made 
him the destroyer of the empire. 
After that Scheidemann overthrew 
the weak princely “statesman.”

Kaiser Still Believes He is 


Emperor; May be Plan- 
ning Return 


NVS. FRED HOGTF 

In this chapter the Kaiser tells 
the world how he was “abdicated” 
in spite of himself. One wonders 
why it is written, for it has no 
parallel in the history of Utera- 
ture. Never before has one who 
held so important a place in the 
world’s affairs written himself of 
his humiliation and shame. 

Perhaps the Kaiser was tempt- 
ed by the dramatic possibilities of 
such a narrative. But I am of the 
opinion that there was another 
and wholly different impulse. Un- 
der the German constitution the 
Emperor could only be removed 
by death or voluntary abdication. 
The Kaiser now writes that a 
forged abdication was broadcast 
to the world, that he neither wrote 
it nor saw it before it was given 
forth, that he never even dis- 
cussed the abdication of the 
Hohensoliern dynasty. 

So, under the old constitution, 
the Kaieer is still the German Em- 
peror. The way ie prepared for a 
restoration, either on his part or 
on that of his sons. 

If Germany is to return to a 
monarchical formof government, 
as Ludendorff asserted in a recent 
interview that it is certain to do, 
the throne will still belong dy 
Divine right” to a Hohenzollern. 


POLITICAL SIGNIFICANCE 

For that reason this chapter has 
a profound political significance 
for Germany. Hindenburg still 
writes, every three months, an 
open letter to “Your Imperial and 
Royal Majesty.“ He makes plain 
that he still considers him the 
German Emperor, that he ack- 
nowledges no allegiance to the 
republic. 

I gained the impression from 
my sojourn in Germany last sum- 
mer that the monarchy is dead, 
that restoration is impossible. But 
it may be that I did not pierce far 
enough into the depths of things 
to discover a secret and powerful 
monarchical current. There was 
nothing on the surface to indicate 
Its existence. 

However that may be. the Kai- 
eer has established a ‘‘legitimist”’ 
claim for the Hohenzolierns to the 
throne of Germany—if one can 


to fan into a flame the embers of 


monarchy, the stage seems set for |" 


turbulent times in Germany. I am 
of the opinion that the Kaiser had 
such a counter-revolution in view 
when writing the closing chapters 
of the Memoirs. 

HINDENBURG TO FORE 

I doubt, however, that he con- 
templates returning himselt. 

He fied too precipitately from 
the revolutionists to be likely to 
risk himself again within their 
reach, Hindenburg is now men- 
tioned as a candidate for President 
in the next election, with chances 
for success. If he were once at the 
head of the government, a counter- 
revolution for the restoration of the 
monarchy would logically follow. 

But this is too apparent for the 
German people to be caught in 
such à trap, and for this reason I 
do not think Hindenburg can ever 
receive the suffrage of a majority 
of the German electors. 

In this installment the Kaiser 
again refers to the notable vic- 
tories of his Navy. He still insists 
that it won the battle of Jutland, 
while neutral opinion holds just the 
contrary. The neutral verdict is 
that night alone saved the German 
fleet from annihilation. The 
Kaiser's vessels fied to German har- 
bors, and never ventured out again 
during the war—a peculiar course 
for victors to pursue.

Addition of Twenty Years is 
Health Bodys Goal

CLEVELAND, Oct. 18.—-Ffforts 
of the American Public Health Aa- 
sociation to prolong the duration of 
life in the United States by at least 
twenty years, within the next t- 
teen ver. was set as the goal of 
the association in a resolution 
adopted at the annual convention 
here tonight. The resolution stated: 

“We, the health officers of our 
communities, are confident that 
there is nothing impracticable or 
extravagant in the proposal we 
make that many nations may at- 
tain such knowledge of the laws 
of health, appropriate to each age 
and occupation, to such climate and 
race, that this may be accom- 


The resotution was passed as 
“message to the public. 

It is pointed out that “within the 
past seventy-five years the average 
duration of human life has been 
extended by not less than fifteen 
years in many of the great nations 
of the world,” and that “gains in 
length of life have been greater 
in the past twenty years than in 
the previous fifty.” 

IMPROVEMENT SEEN 

“The improvement in the pres 
pect of long life is not only con- 
tinuing, but at an accelerated rate,” 
the resolution said. “Nor is there 
reason to doubt that certainty of 
still further great additions to the 
expected span of life may be er- 
pected for those peoples who read 
aright during the next fifty years. 

“It is the opinion cf the Ameri- 
can Public Health Association that 
the maximum e expectation is 
far from having been attained even 
with no further additions to our 
knowledge of the causes and means 
of preventing disease.“ 

Mrs. Maude Wood Park of Wash- 
ington, president of the League of 
Women Voters, in an address be- 
fore the convention tonight de- 
clared that “women go a long way 
on the political road with the men, 
but there is a Umit beyond which 
they cannot be coaxed.” 

“We have too long been trained 
in the business of getting the worth 
of our money without regard to the 
sign on the. shop.“ she declared. 
“We want the worth of our money 
in politics and in matters of public 
health, and we do not care what 
name is on the shop. In suc 
matters we shall, I think, always 
be independent voters. 


WORK WITH MEN

James M. Cox, of Ohio, addressing 
a Democratic rally here tonight, 
eharged that Secretary of Com- 
meroe Hoover, who spoke at a 
gathering of Republicans here 
Monday night, avoided timely is- 
sues when he discussed the coun- 
‘ry’s foreign debts. 

The former Governor made no 
direct reference to the League of 
Nations, the issue upon which his 
campaign as the Democratic candi- 
Gate for President was based in 


1920. 

In @iscussing Mr. Hoover: 
Mr. Cox eald that “ordina- 
rily his analysie of conditions re- 
sults in conclusions that are 
thoughtul and interesting. We 
awaited with “eagerness his mes 
sage to the people of Ohio with 
respect to the existing economicel 
and political situation. We natu- 
rally looked to Mr?“ Hoover for a 
recital of the good things the ad- 
ministration has done, and an ex- 
planation of what it has not done. 

“Te our surprise we find that 

he devoted his time to a discus- 
sion of the foreign debts. Our 
people are much more interested 
in debts that affect them more in- 
timately. The farmers have nevor 
been such large borrowers at the 
banks. This year the banks will 
be compelled to lend more money 
for tax payment than at any time 
in our history. Mr. Hoover comes 
into a State where the State tax 
rate is ten times what it was under 
the last Democratic administra- 
tion—into a county where prop- 
erty holders in dollars and cents 
paid almost $11,000,000 in taxes in 
1921, as against $4,600,000 in 1915, 
and little over $2,000,000 in 1900. 
“In addition to these burdena, 
an additional load of §6,000,000,- 
000 ts about to be added to the 
cost of living through the passage 
of an infamous tariff’ measure 
which no one has been able to de- 
fend successfully. Mr. Hoover ad- 
mits that postponement of the for- 
eign debt is inevitable, therefore it 
is a thing of the future. We are 
more interested in the things of 
the present.” 
After compering falling produce 
prices and wages in face of rising 
taxes, Mr. Cox declared that Mr. 
Hoover might have “explained” 
profitably why deflation came s0 
quickly to the farmer, and why it 
was that the demand from abroad 
diminished almost to the vanish- 
ing point. He might have re- 
aponded to the suggestion of the 
American Bankers’ Association, 
which touched directly the matter 
of rehabilitating our foreign mar- 
kets. He should have devoted 
some time to a discussion of our 
hermit policy and cited precedent 
for the United States remaining as 
unmoved as stone in face of one 
of the most cruel tragedies in all 
history. 

“He should have made it clear 
how the nationa that owe us 
money can ever pay us, if all the 
powers on earth do not extend 
their co-operation commercially 
and otherwise in the work of re- 
habilitation.”

FOR OUR TRADE 


BUSINESS MAN SAYS POWER 
TO PURCHASE GOODS

CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—Americans 
who have made the most money in 
European trade during the past 
four years are those who have done 
the smallest amount of European 
business, George A. Ranney, treas- 
urer of the International Harvester 
Company, declared in anddress to- 
day before the Nationa) Association 
of Farm Equipment Manufacturers 
on European conditions. He said 
conditions in Europe have im- 
preved but that time, as well as an 
agreement on debts and indemni- 
ties, will be needed to restore nor- 
mal conditions 

“Taking Europe as a whole,” he 


«| said, the conditions are not favor- 


able for American exports, except 
in the form of raw materials or 
foodstuffs and even as to these 
commodities, Europe's purchasing 
power is limited.” 

The great barrier to commerce 
with Europe oday, he said, is the 
Onancial inabihity of the consumer 
to buy. American farm implement 
manufacturers, he asserted, have a 
line of goods both needed and de- 
sired by Europe, the means of 
manufacturing them on a sound 
business basis and the organiza- 
tion properly to present them to 
European markets, but European 
consumers’ cannot pay. 

Russia, he said, must be capable 
of recognition by other countries 
before American manufacturers 
can hope to resume trade relations 
in this once profitable field. Dis- 
cussing the decreased purchasing 
power of Russian and German 
money, he asserted that the main 
question in Germany is one of rep- 
arations and unti] some agreement 
with the Allies is reached little 
improvement in the financial or 
economic conditione of the country 
can be hoped for.

Two eminent men who have been 
studying the ailments of Europe 
happened to make reports of their 
findings on the same day, one in 
Berlin, the other in New York. 
One of the diagnosticians is Dr. 
William H. P. Faunce, president 
of Brown University. He gave his 
views in an address to the Metro- 
politian Ministers Conference. 

The other is Prof r Jeremiah 
W. Jenks, for years at the head 
of the department of political 
economy at Cornell University. He 
expressed his opinion in Berlin and 
his remarks were able to this 
country. 

Dr. Faunce says he did nét find a 
man in Europe who could see a way 
out of the difficulties that are piling 
higher and higher day by day. The 
line between chaos and civiliza- 
tion is moving westward from Mos- 
cow into Germany and Austria and 
may engulf all Europe. In Vienna, 
he said, the people dance half the 
night and starve most of the day. 
On the other hand, Prof. Jenks 
deciares there is a pronounced 
change for the better. From an 
attitude of hopelessness and des- 
pair, he ars, the people of Cen- 
tral Europe have come to the be- 
lief that there is a way out of | 
their difficulties and there is a de- 
termination developing to make 
every effort to obtain interna! 
stability. 

Dr. Faunce appeared to think the 
only possible way in which Burope 
could be saved was by a great re- 
ligious awakening and he appealed 
to the clergymen he addressed to 
arouse the moral consciousness

Apparently, from the statement 
of Prof. Jenka, this campaign is 
having an effect. It has the great 
virtue of being both positive and 
true. It will have to be main- 
tained vigorously if it is to succeed. 
Increase of working hours would 
not mean so much as revival of 
faith among working men that 
through their efforts the nation 
was to recover from its financial 
and economic prostration and, in 


time, get back to and 
stability Morale in industry 
means as much as morale war.

Sheepmen, producing 52 per 
cent of the wool used in this coun- 
try, have been favored contipu- 
ously by a high protective tariff,’ 
and are able to hold their crops at 
considerably higher prices than 
prevail in Australia, as is evi-

where raw wool can be imported to 
Los Angeles under the prices paid 
for domestic wool, including all 
charges involved in transportation, 
and allowing for the 31 cent per 
pound duty.

The cost of raw wool is now 
about 23% per cent of the cost of 
woolen cloth, whereas in normal 
times raw woo! only accounts for 
about 17 per cent. Under this con- 
dition manufacturers are forced to

But the part he assumed when, in 1906, | 
he wrote “Frenzied Finance,” attacking the 
brokers in New York and elsewhere for 
their manner of manipulating stocks, was 
not according to Hoyle.

City Council in failing to approve 
of the Santa Fes application for 
a franchise, especially in view of 
the fact that this delay is and has 
been for months past the only obsta- 
cle to an improvement which has 
been indorsed by the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers“ Association, 
Associated Jobbers, the chambers 
of commerce of all of the sur- 
rounding cities, including the or- 
ganizations at the harbor. 


APPROVE PLAN 


The Los Angeles Board of Har- 
bor Commissioners and the Board 
of Public Utilities likewise recom- 
mended to the Council that the 
Santa Fes application for a 
franchise be approved, but for som 
reasons unexplained to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Santa 
Fe officials, it lies seemingly en- 
tombed in the files of the Public 
Utilities Committee of the Coun- 
cll, of which Councilman Sanborn 
is chairman and Councilmen Con- 
away and Sparks are the other 
mem bers, 

The propose change of plans 
of making the Santa Fe extension 
to Long Beach instead of to Los 
Angeles Harbor would entail 
additional cost of about $70,000, 
but from this amount would be 
subtracted the less amount of 
money to be spent in separating 
grades in the harbor district. 
which the company voluntarily has 
agreed to do, as there would be 
fewer streets and boulevards to 
cross under the Long Beach ex- 
tension than over the Los Angeles 
Harbor extension. 

The Santa Fe's industrial depart- 
ment, working in co-operation with 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce, has plans laid. in case the 
City Council grants the franchise, 
to develop industries and bring 
the establishment of factories 
along the extension, as well as to 
serve Torrance and ‘adjacent cities. 
If the route is shifted to Long 
Beach, these new industries would 
naturally group themselves around 
the Long Beach industrial district. 


REPORT MADE 


In September, in response to 
public pressure for action, the 
Council's Public Utilities Committee 
raised certain questions as to the 
proposed route and these, by agree- 
ment, were referred to a special 
committee consisting of Chief En- 
gineer Osborne of the Board of 
Public Utilities, Chief Engineer 
Sachse of the State Railroad Com- 
mission, and Harbor Engineer Lud-

When members of the Public 
Utinties Committee, which has 
been largely blamed for the delay 
at the City Hall, are asked as to 
the reason for not reporting on 
the Santa Fe application, so that 
the railroad can go to Long Beach 
or elsewhere in case Los Angeles 
does not desire the road extended 
to the ‘harbor, the members of the 
committee reply that they have 
doubts as to the grade-crossing 
situation that will be created along 
Slauson avenue,.and also as to 
whether or not the routing of the 
extension across privately owned 
land at Bixby Slough in the har- 
bor district will prevent any future 
industrial development in the lat- 
ter area. These two questions are 
fully answered in the report of 
the engineering committee. 


OBJECTIONS ANSWERED 


Officials of the Santa Fe have 
pointed out to the committee that 
the company is not asking for a 
franchise along Slauson avenue, 
that the company has one track 
there now and is not asking for a 
right of way for another one, so 
that officially there is nothing be- 
fore the Council concerning Slau- 
son avenue. Of the situation to 
be created along that street in case 
harbor line freight trains of the 
Santa Fe use this trackage, the 
committees report 
said 


“In connection with the Slauson- 
avenue crossings, it has deen 
argued that train movements will 
be greatly increased by reason of 
handling the harbor business. 

The future number of 
trains is somewhat difficult to esti- 
mate from euch data as we have 
been able to secure. If, however, 
the Santa Fe doubles the traffic 
which it expects to receive, the 
number of cars (daily) would be 
122, which could be handled in 
two or three trains.” 

The Councilmanic opponents of 
the Santa Fe urged that the com- 


the harbor extension is granted. 
Of this the engineering commit- 
tee said: “The estimated cost of 
doing this work is $2,500,000. An 
expenditure at this time of so large 
an amount is not justified in view | 
of the comparatively slight hasard 
inconvenience to traffic.”

A second objection raised by 
Councilmen and those who have 
been active in lobbying against 
the granting of the franchise was 
that the proposed route of the San- 
ta Fe across Bixby Slough at the 
harbor would interfer with any 
future industrial development 
there. Of this objection, the en- 
Stocering committee in Its report 
said: 

“We are firmly of the belief that 
Bixby Slough cannot be economi- 
cally developed as an extension of 
Los Angeles Harbor by private cap- 
ital, because of the dockage rates 
necessary to pay any return on 
the investment would be so much 
greater than those charged at the 
port of Los Angeles that no one 
would use the Bixby Slough. Fur- 
thermore, the harbor of Los An- 
geles can be developed to approx- 
imately ten times as much berth- 
ing space as is now available. This 
would seem to provide adequately 
for the future without going into the 
expensive private or municipal de- 
velopment of a harbor at Bixby 
Slough. In this connection it is 
understood that the Santa Fe is 
willing to agree with the owners 
of the Bixy Slough property to 
move its line out of the way of 
this development at any time it is 
made, provided that the owners of 
Bixby Slough furnish free anoth- 
er right of way.”
